ELECTRIC WIRING OF 
DONNYCARNEY HOUSES.

Dr. W. C. Dwyer, in a report of the 
Housing and Supplies Section of the Dubisi 
Corporation regarding tenders for electric 
wiring of 421 houses on the Donnycarney 
area, says :—-‘‘ Four tenders, including one 
from .the Dublin Electricity Department. 
were received. A fifth tender, received after 
the date specified in the advertisement for 
the lodgment of tenders, was, on the advice 
of the Law Agent, not taken into considera- 
tion. ‘The Dublin Electricity Department’s 
quotation of £5,828 7s. Od. is £246 8s. 5d. 
higher than the lowest of the four tenders ; 
but as additional expenditure equivalent to 
the difference between the lowest tender and 
that ofsthe Electricity Department would be 
involved in supervision, should the work 
be placed in the hands of an outside con- 
tractor, I have decided to recommend that 
the order be placed with the Electricity 
Department, who have wired practically all 
our schemes in a most satisfactory and 
expeditious manner.” 

This recommendation was approved at the 
last meeting of the Commissioners.

Comparing English and American building 
methods, Mr. Alfred O.-Bossom, the London 
architect. is convinced that the advantage 
rests with the United States.

‘“1f such methods could be adopted in Eng- 
land, buildings would be more frequently re- 
placed by more desirable structures, Not tl.at 
old and beautiful ones would. be destroyed, 
but that poor and mediocre specimens wculd 
give place to more desirable buildings. 
‘‘A million pound building is regularly 
built in America in fifteen months, and the 
men get through three times as much werk 
as at home...

viding a smooth and even surface for the 
roads which carry a constant stream of heavy 
traffic. Among these were a device for re- 
ducing the noise of the pneumatic drill and 
an application of the tractor principle to the 
steam roller in order to avoid a wavy surface 
in the iaving of a bituminous carpet. 

The new drill has alréady been used, and is 
stated, after scientific tests, to have elimi- 
nated the objectionable part of the rattle and 
clatter. The improvement is obtained both 
by fitting a silencer and also by a reduction 
in the movement of the valve. It is claimed 
that the noise has been reduced by 60 per 
cent. 

In the “ waveless ” roller caterpillar tracks 
take the place of the old roller wheels ; these 
allow a much longer area of pressure to be 
applied to the road surface at a time. The 
effect is said to be the same as if rollers with 
a diameter of over 16ft. were used, and the 
resultant prolongation of pressure, it ie 
claimed, removes the danger of a wavy road 
surface.

TRALEE MAN AS CHIEF 
CONSTABLE. 


—— +> — 
RETIRES AFTER 51 YEARS IN 
FALKLAND ISLANDS, 

A native of Tralee, Mr. Dan O’Sullivan 
has retirel on pension from the position he 
has held for sixteen years of Chief Constable 
of Falkland Islands, Britain’s most southerly 
possession. He has been associated with the 
island in one way and another for thirty-one 
vears, and, besides being Chief Constable, 
was Commander of the Defence Force, He 
and Mrs. O'Sullivan arrived at Liverpool ves- 
terday on the Pacific steam navigation liner, 

Orita. 

Interviewed by our correspondent, he said 
the necessity for police in Falkland Islands 
had so diminished that it consisted now of 
cnly seven members, and was the world's 
smallest police force. 

‘There is practically no crime in the 
island now, and they had one prisoner when 
I left,” declared Mr. O'Sullivan. ‘‘ It is only 
necessury to hold a police court once a 
month, and even then there are only one or 
two cases, As a rule, the charges relate 
to petty theits and drunkenness. 

“ But when I first went out to live in the 
South Atlantic we used to get cases of sailors 
irom .sailing ships charged with refusing 
duty; for when ships had to weather Cape 
Horn the conditions on hoard were much 
worse than at the present time. We were in 
the track of shipping, and had more callers 
than we get to-day, I have thoroughly en- 
jeyed my thirty-one years on the island.” —

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POSITION IN RATHMINES. 
WHAT THE MANAGERS 
SAY.

At the ordinary monthly meeting of the 
Rathmines Urban Council yesterday, the 
question of the provision of meals for school 
children came up for discussion on the report 
of the School Attendance Committee, 

The Clerk (Mr. Seacome Mason) submitted 

leiters which he had rec¢ived from the 
managers of the three large schools in the 
township. 
“The Very Rev. Canon Cronin, P.P., Rath- 
gar, wrote:—‘'T wish to staie that the view 
whieh I have more than once expressed to 
you upon the subject remains unaltered. 
There is no child in the National schoo! at 
Tranqu lia who has not lunch. If any child 
comes to school without a lunch, I myself 
supply one.” 

The Rev. Richard Fleming, P.P., manager 
of Rathmines National school, wrote to say 
that he had already sufficiently stated his 
views on the matter. 

The Rev. J. Tobias, Rathmines Rectory, 
writing as manager of the township school, 
said :—** While real sing the benefit of such 
provision in some cases, I do not think it 
desirable to arrange for meals in the sehools 
of which I am manager. In the first place, 
I imagine that the parents of most of the 
children, if not all, are in a position to pro- 
vide proper meals themselves; also there are 
no facilities on the premises for the cooking of 
such meals. . . . If the authorities agreed 
to provide suitable cooking facilities, and 
were willing to grant school meals, even 
where the children were not in very needy 
circumstances, I would be glad to avail my- 
self of them.” 

THE COMING WINTER 

Mrs. Tullock said that she thought, in the 
circumstances, they might commence with 
the school under the managership of the Rev. 
Mr. Tobias, as he had promised the Council 
that he would give facilities for providing 
the children with a mid-day meal. It was 
stated, and generally recognised, that at 
present in’ the Rathmincs area there were 
1,000 children requiring school meals, and the 
need was likely to become greater owing to 
the increased amount of unemployment with 
which, it was feared, they would be inflicied 
in Rathmines during the approaching w.nter. 

CHAIRMAN’'S STATEMENT. 

Mrs. Kettle, the Chairman, explained that 
when, some five or six years ago, a scheme 
for feeding necessiteus school-going children 
in Rathmines was drawn up on, the report 
of ihe School Attendance Officers of the 
Council, with their twenty-five years exper. 
epce of conditions in the schools the 
managers of the three Catholic schools de- 
clined to attend the meeting which had been 
convened for ihe consideration of its admunis- 
tration, though in canvassing the opinions of 
the managers and the teachers they had 
heen circularised. A Committee ol 
the Conncil bad reported in favour 
of providing 1,000 meals each day for the 
children in the schools, which would be. pre- 
pared in the Town Hall and subsequently 
delivered at the schools which had not pro- 
vision for supplying meals to  necessitous 
children. Agreement upon the details of the 
scheme had been almost reached when a 
meeting with the managers was called, but 
the three Catholic managers declined to at- 
tend, and had since maintained a similar 
attitude of declining to express their views, 
except very briefly and curtly, without meet- 
ing the members of the Council, having abso- 
Intely declined to discuss the question with 
the Council 

In letters they expressed pretty much the 
views of the Rev. Mr. Tobias—that in their 
schools there was no real or urgent necessity 
for the provision of meals. As the members 
of the Council knew, the majority of the 
necessitous children in Rathmines attended 
the Catholic schools, and if the managers 
opposed the scheme it would be impossible 
for the Council to go on with its administra- 
tion, though it was a very excellent one, for 
the provision of varied and nourishing food 
in the schools. They knew that at present 
poverty in Rathmines was very acute, but 
there was no intention in connection with 
the Council scheme of associating with it the 
idea of pauperism, as children who could afford 
would pay for their meals, while the know- 
ledge of those who could not would only he 
known to the teachers. The provision of 
1,000 meals per day for the children of the 
Rathmines schools would only cost a half- 
penny in the pound on the rates, as half of 
the cost would be borne by the Government. 
The Council would hold those three managers 
responsible if the children had to go without 
a luncheon or a midday meal. 

THE BEST JUDGES. 

Mr. Gogan maintained that the managers 
were the best judges of the necessities of 
the children in the schools under their 
charge, and he did not see why the Council 
should dictate to them in regard to the pro- 
vision of meals for the children if they 
thought that there was no necessity for pro- 
viding meals. 

Mrs. Tulloch said that she considered it a 
real hardship upon children at school if they 
did not have a hot meal during the day. 

Dr, K. Lynn said that it would be very 
detrimental to the health of the children at 
school if they did not get proper food during 
the day, and would have deleteriovs 1e- 
actions upon the rising generation. Health 
visitors in Rathmines and school teachers 
had impressed the necessity npon the Council! 
of having meals for the necessitous children 
at school, and they should be much better 
judges than others of what the children re- 
quired. In endeavouring to provide those 
meals the Council, she declared, had no in- 
tention of associating with them the idea of 
panperism. She did not agree with the 
opinion which had been expressed by Mr. 


Gogan. 
FORCING THE ISSUE. 

Mr. L. P. Byrne said the Council should 
emphasise to the managers who were oppos- 
ing the scheme that the meals would be pro- 
vided for the rich as well as the poor, 
whether payment was made or not, but so 
far as the necessity for providing the meals 
was urgent a person would be convinced of 
that by looking at the children dvring the 
recreation hour at Richmond Hill.  Per- 
sonally he would desire to force this issve. 

Mrs. Johnson said that it was a dreadful 
position for the Council that they could not 
administer the one good Act ont of the many 
had ones which had been inflicted wpon 
them. It was too bad that as representa- 
tives of the public in Rathmines they were 
not permitted to carry out this meal scheme 
for children, particularly during the coming 
winter, when they seemed to be faced with 
so much distress. 

Mr, Barry expressed surprise at the con- 
tents of the letters from the managers on 
the question of providing school meals for 
the children at school. If, be said, those 
gentlemen went into the homes of the chil- 
dren, and saw how their mezls were dished 
out they might change their opinions. He 
coull not understand why the managers 
were onposing the scheme. 

MANAGERS’ CO-OPERATIO 
NECESSARY, 

The Chairman expressed satisfaction «i the 
ir that had been raised at the meeting, 
ut she pointed out that it would be abso- 
lutely impossible to carry out any scheme of 
meils in the schools without the co-operation 
of the managers, upou whose shoulders, she 
said, the responsibility should be placed ot 
blocking the scheme.

GAMING MACHINES.

DUBLIN SHOPKEEPERS 
PROSECUTED. 
__. (SPORE MR. CUSSEN,) 

Wilham Grieves, 95 Upper Church strect, 
was charged with having in his shop two 
gaming machines of the “ Diddler ” type. 

William Woodward, Richmond cottages, 
agent for a Mr. Burton, of Birmingham, was 
also charged with placing the machines in the 
shop of Grieves, 

Mr. Clarke (Chief State Solicitor’s Office) 
uppeared for the prosecution. 

"he two machines in question were pro 
duced in court, and Guard 49 D gave Mr. 
Cussen a demonstration of the methods «1 
working. The Guard gave it as l/s opinion 
that tuere was no element of skill associated 
with either machine. It was all a matter .! 
chance. 

Grieves said that when he allowed the 
machines into his shop he believed that they 
were legal. 

Mr. Cussen said that that was sheer non 
sense, as it had been published again and 
again in the Press of Dublin that al 
machines of the ** Diddler’’ class were illegal. 
These machines were worked purely on a 
principle of chance, with the result that the 
poor simply lost their pennies. Jt might 
have some eect if it were more generally 
known, however, that under the Act the fuil 
penalty that could be imposed was a fine cf 
£500 or twelve months’ imprisonment with 
hard labour. As this was the first offence 
of Grieves, the fine would be 40s. or one 
month's imprisonment. 

Addressing Woodward, Mr. Cussen said :— 
You are one of those people who, when the 
machines were banned in England, were sent 
over here to plant them in shops frequented 
by the poorer people, who spend their pennies 
in the hope of securing some return. 

Woodward—I was not aware that the 
machines were illegal here. 

Mr. Cussen—You know now, and do not 
forget that they are. Is the disposal of these 
machines your only business here! 

Woodward—l am also agent for sweet and 
cigarette machines. 

Mr. Cugsen—~You are fined £5 on this 
charge, with four weeks to pay, or, in default, 
two months’ imprisonment. 

At the close of the case Mr. Cussen 
directed Mr. Clarse to take a note of the 
address of the owner of the machines 'n 
Birmingham. ‘‘ These’ machines,’’ he said, 
‘have been forbidden in England, and it 1s 
an intolerable state of things that the owners 
of them should send their travellers over here 
to place them in the shops and get the 
pennies of the poor people.”

After the old man’s death 
the parties continued to reside on the farm, 
but an seute family dispute developed, and 
in 1928 Mrs. Halton, who was 80 years old, 
alleged that she was induced to sign a deed 
transierring her interest in the lands to ber 
son Bernard. She stated that she did so 
without independent advice, and that she 
did not understand its conteuts. She, there- 
fore, sought to have the deed cancelled, 
and to have Bernard declared a trustee for 
her during her life i : 

From the notes of the evidence given it 
the hearing in the Circuit Court it si pom 
that various unsuccessful attempts had been 
made to effect a settlement among the 
members of the family, and that finally the 
parties assembled ‘1 the offic> of Mr. Smith, 
solicitor, Cavan, where a deed of settlement 
was drawn up, the effect oí each clause of 
which being fully explained to the plaintiff 
and defendant by Mr. Smith, who, in his 
evidence in the Circuit Court, stated that 
he was satisfied that they each fully under- 
stood the terms of the settlement. e deed 
preserved the right of the plaintiff to board 
and residence on the farm. 

Judge Sheehy, iu his judgment, stated 
that he was absolutely clear on the evidence 
that the old lady knew very well what she 
was about when she was in Mr. Smith 
office. .She was a remarkably intelligent Sid 
ladv, and of remarkable will power. Mr. 
Smith acted in the interests aí all parties. 
There was an acute family problem, as often 
vecurred in family life, and rather strong 1 
dividualities, and the judge was sure that 
there was friction in the house. Under these 
circumstances, the only thing the solicitor 
could do was to get some reasonable settle- 
ment to create peace. He dismissed the case, 
but told the defendant, who, he said, was not 
a very prepossessing witness, that the oid 
lady must be treated properly in the house 
or it might be a very different thing fo 
him. 

The Court dismissed the appeal.

ALLEGED INJURY TO A ROAD. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZCIBBON AND MR, JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the plaintiffs in the case of Patrick J. St. 
John aml others v. the Earl of Ossory and 
Samuc! Morris, Lid., from a judgment of Mr. 
Justice Meredith, dismissing the plaintiffs’ 

action, with costs, 

The action had been brought to recover 
damages for injuries to a road at Killurney, 
Countv Tipperary, situated about eight miles 
from Clonmei, belonging to two of the plain 
tiffs, landholders, alleged to have been caused 
by the cartirg of timber taken from a wood 
in the neighbourhood belonging to the Earl 
of Ossory. The plaintiffs and appellants now 
sought to have Mr. Justice Meredith's judg- 
ment, dated 21st March last, set aside, varied 
and discharged, as the Court might think 
sroper. and judgment entered for them in 
lieu thereof in the terms of the statement of 
claim, wth costs. 

The grounds of the appeal were that the 
judgment was erroneous in law in holding 
that the defendants, Samuel Morris, Ltd., 
were not trespassers on the plaintiffs’ land; 
and that the judge misdirected himself in 
law in holding that the defendants were 
entitled to us« the Killurney bye-road over 
the plaintiffs’ lands. 

Mr Dickie, K.C., Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., 
Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. M. J. Con- 
nolly (instructed by Mr. J. Reilly) appeared 
for the appellants; and Mr. McCann, K.C., 
Mr. Wood, K.C., Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. 
P. McCarthy (instructed by Mr, Farrell) 
for the respondents 

It appeared that all the lands in question 
in the ease formed part of the Ormonde 
Estate, of which the Earl of Ossory is now 
tenant for life, but the plaintiffs purchased 
their lands under the Land Purchase Acts, 
the Jands be ug vested in them in 1914. The 
bve-road was always used bv the tenants, 
and, according to the evidence, for a great 
number of years ‘arge quantities of wood 
were removed from Killurney wood and 
carted over the bye road. As pointed out by 
Mr. Justice Meredith in his judgment, how- 
ever, it did now appear that the road was 
ever so constructed as to stand such. traffic 
without continual repair.

DUBLIN RATEPAYERS’ 
NEW BURDEN. 


POOR RELIEF BILL PASSED 
UNANIMOUSLY. 


Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Dublin, N.) resumed 
the debate on the fifth stage of the Poor 
Relief (Dublin) Bill. He said that the majn 
argument for the bill was that the City of 
Dublin was only being asked to do what 
the rest of the country had been doing for 
vears. The statement was not true in sub- 
stance or in fact.. The bill, according to 
the estimate of the Dublin Union Commis- 
sioners, would cost the citizens of Dublin 
and the adjoining townships the gigantic sum 
of £250,000 in addition to the amount 
already being expended on Poor Law relief, 
which amounted at present to £264,000. The 
two sums together would make a total annual 
charge of £514,000 on the ratepayers—a dead- 
weigh charge upon the trade and industry 
of the City of Dublin, which no other part 
of the country had to bear. 

It had been said that 
would be imposed by this bill could be 
passed on to the consumers, but such a 
thing was not possible. The volume of 
trade in Dublin at present was so small, 
and compétition so keen, that the ordinary 
business man could not afford to risk the 
loss of reduction in his turnover by increas- 
ing his prices. 

PENALISING INDUSTRY. 

The deputy instanced three firms whose 
names he did not mention, who would be 
seriously affected by the bill. No. 1, whose 
rateable valuation was £2,900, would— if 
the estimate of the Commissioners 
be correct, and the increase in the 
rates were 5s. in the £, as suggested—have 
to pay £760 increased rates. No. 2, with a 
rateable valuation of £2,500, would have to 
pay £625 extra, and the firms had not paid 
a dividend for some years, and had to dram 
upon their reserves. No. 3, with a rateable 
valuation of £800—large employers of labour, 
who had a. net profit for the year of only 
£316—would have to pay an additional sum 
of £200. 

It was, said Mr. Byrne, in conclusion, 
utterly unjust and unfair to ask the rate- 
pavers of the City of Dublin to shoulder this 
staggering burden. 


Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork, E.) said that the 


the burden that 


whole argument against the bil] seemed to be 


that the burden should be borne by the 
country at large. They in Cork did not ask 
the people of Dublin to contribute to the 
Cork braden. The people who went from 
Cork to Dublin were not unemployed: they 
were people of brains, who were well able to 
hook after themselves, (Laughter.) Dublin 
was hving on the country. 


A CORK VIEWPOINT. 

“We pay hosts of officials in Government 
oftices here in Dublin,” said Mr. Corrv, “and 
they spend their money in Dublin. Look at 
the income that Dublin derives from the 142 
Deputies that come up here every week. 
(More laughter.) It was about time that 
Dublin paid something to the country at 
large.” 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab.. Leix-Offaly) said that 
he thought the residence clause in the bill 
was not justified by any facts or figures 
given by the Minister up to the present. He 
thought that the administration of that 
clause would cause a great deal of hardship to 
those who were genuinely entitled to relief 

What percentage of the professional and 
business classes in Dublin came to the city 
in the last few years? What proportion did 
they bear to the unskilled Jabourers who came 
and became a berden on the rates? Should 
not these migrants from the country who 
were earning good money in the city pay 
their share in maintaining their less fortunate 
fellow-countrymen’? Again, fifty-four per 
cent. of the civil servants were living in 
Dublin, and that was a big asset to the city. 
\\hile he greatly disliked certain sections of 
the bill, he would vote for it. ; 

Mr. CLEARY (F.F., Mayo N.) said that 
Air, J. J. O'Byrne gave the impression that 
all the “ down and outs” came from the 
country. If he looked around him he would 
ce that the greater percentage of the men 
who made Dnblin were born in the country. 
in fact, it was very hard to find a real 
ublin man in Dublin. with the exception of 
Deputy J. J. O'Byrne. 


MINISTER DEFENDS THE BILL.

Mr. FirzGERALD-KENNEY, _:Ainister 
for Justice, said that he was no lover of 
temporary judges, but the bill was an urgent 
one. — One of the Circuit Court judges in 
Dublin would not be able to devote his entire 
time to his work, and one of their un- 
attached Circuit Court judges, who had just 
recovéred from iliness, was able to sit in 
Dublin, but he was not sufficiently well to 
go down into the porn x! ó He (the ..inis- 
ter) could not see any alternative method of 
dealing with the problem other than what 
was contained in the bill. 

Captain REDMOND objected to the per 
manent nature of the bill, He suggested 
that the Minister should introduce in 
ad hoc measure to appoint a particular judge 
temporarily. 

MAY LIMIT ACT TO TWO YEARS. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that jhe 
bill was an gd hoc one for the specific pur- 
pose. Apart from aceident, he _ believed 
they would be able to carry on the adminis- 
tration of the Circuit Courts with the present 
staff, and he did not think that there was s1y 
necessity for bringing in legislation for the 
appointment of a permanent judge. He did 
not think that a temporary judge, appointed 
for, say, two or three months, would Ns his 
business at the Bar. He had faith in the 
members of the Irish Bar, and he believed 
that any barrister who would be appointed 
temporarily would carry out his duties 
honourably. 

In reply to Captain Redmond, the Minister 
said that he was prepared to limit the 
duration of the measure to two years.

LABOUR “ FLABBERGASTED ” 
BY FIANNA FAIL. 


On the report stage of the National Health 
Insurance Bill, 

Mr. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin, 8.) moved an 
amendment with the object of depriving 
inspectors of the power of entering private 
houses and “' putting employés through a 
Third Degree examination.” 

Mr, ULCAHY (Minister for Local 
Government) said that the deputy had not 
approached the matter from a common-sense 
point of view. The Act would have to be ad- 
ministered in the same way as it applied to 
workshops. 

The amendment was defeated 

Mr. MULCAHY moved an amendment mak 
ing provision for payment of pensions and 
gratvities, according to their term of, service 
to officers who would become disqualified as a 
result, of the bill. 

Mr. O’K ELLY (F.F., Dublin, N.), moved a 
further amendment. to the effect that such 
pensions should not apply to persons who 
were in receipt from all other sources of 
£200 and upwards per annum. 


A “ PECULIAR” AMENDMENT. 

Mr. DAVIN (Latour, Leix, Cffaly) said tat 
he was absolutely “‘ flabbergasted’’ that 
Deputy 0’ Kelly should hy his rmen’ment 
try to make the conditions for granting of com- 
pensation even worse than the Minister pro- 
posed. The term, “other employment,” was 
too loose, and might include income from 
any source—a military pension or a shop. 

Captain REDMOND said that the prin- 
ciple of such an amendment was most pecu 
liar. He had never known such a con- 
dition attached to the payment of compen. 
sation as that inquiries should be made into 
the private income of the person concerned. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that he could not 
accept Deputy O’Kelly’s amendmeat. It wv 
not feasible. 

The amendment was negatived w.thout a 
division. 

On a division the Minister's amendment 
was carried by 68 votes to 61. 

Uther Ministerial amendments having been 
accepted without discussion. 

The report stage was passed. ‘The final 
stage will be taken to-day. 


MILITARY SERVICE 
PENSIONS. 

The debate on the second reading of the 
Military Service Pensions Bill was resumed. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin County) 
said that the bill strack at the very roots 
of good government and sound financial ad- 
ministration in this country. It violated 
the important constitutional principle that 
the Dail should have complete contro] over 
public expenditure. : : 

Those who had spoken in favour of the bill 
had endeavoured to create the impression 
that the examination of the files and docu- 
ments by the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General must inevitably lead to the publica- 
tion of namés and details which wpuld cause 
pain to the individuals concerned, It was 
only in those cases, if any, where the Comp- 
troller and Auditor-General], from examination 
of the files, found that pensions had been 
wrongly awardéd, thet reports would be made 
by that official. Was it the contention of the 
Ministry that the State should continue to be 
defrauded by the payment of pensions if such 
cases existed ! 

The debate was further adjourned. 


WHEAT CONTROL. 


‘The debate on the motion by Dr. RYAN 
(Fianna Fail, Wexford) asking for the setting 
up a Wheat Contrel Hoard wag tesumed. 

Major WOLFE (Government, Kildare), con- 
tinuing his speech from the previous occasion, 
referred to the difficulty af saving a wheat 
crop. In the time of his ancestors he saw by old 
ledgers that there were ten times as many 
persous employed on his farm as he employed 
to-day, and the total amount of wages pat 
there was not as much as he paid to those 
employed to-d#¥.

BELFAST CORPORATION’S 
CRITICISM. 


The Belfast Corporation, meeting jn Com- 
mittee yesterday afterncon, passed, with two 
dissentients. a resolution criticising the Road 
Transport Bill vow before the Northern Par- 
liament. 

The resolution stated that, whilst they 
have accepted the present control exercised 
over their omnibus traffic, and the condition 
that their tramway undertaking shall afford 
an adequate and satisfactory service, and 
whilst they appreciate the effort made in the 
hill to stabilise public service traffic, the Cor- 
poration find that the bill confers powers 
upon the Tribunal proposed to be set up 
under certain circumstances to control the 
‘bus fares of the Corporation tramway under- 
taking, yotwithstanding the fact that they 
are already regulated by statute, and are 
subject to stringent conditions, requiring the 
revenue produced to meet the expenditure. 
The dual control and respons‘bilitv thus 
created is, in the opinion of the Council, 
contrary to the public interest. 

Further, that the tll purposes to confer 
powers upen the Ministry of Home Affairs 
in relation to traffic which are at present 
vested in the Council, and that no case has 
been made out for sunerseding the Council 
in respect of this department of Local 
Government.

BAN ON INTERVENTION BY 
DEPUTIES. 

On the motion for the adjournment, 

Mr. T. J. MURPHY (ab. Cork W.) 


raised the question of the order recently 
made preventing deputies from making per- 
sonal representations to officers of the De- 
partment of Local Government regarding old 
age pensions. 
decisions of. pensions officers were quite fair, 
he believed that in many cases the facts were 


not properly presented. Many local 
officers, he alleged, set themselves out 
to secure the rejection of as many 
cases as they could. This new order 


by the Ministry looked like an attempt to 
shroud the whole administration of the Act 
in secrecy, and there was a great deal in 
connection with the Act that would not bear 
much investigation.

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) asked the 
Minister for External Affairs whether the 
Free State representative on the Empire 
Marketing Board had furnished any report 
as to the effect of the Board's activities on 
the sale of Irish Free State produce in the 
British markets; whether it was with that 
representative's concurrence that the Board 
had been appealing to the people of Northern 
Ireland to purchase Australian butter and 
meat; and whether the work of the Board 
had been so definitely advantageous to the 
Free State export trade as to justify the 
continuance of the Free State representative 
thereon ? 

Mr. P. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
replying for Mr. McGilligan, said that the 
Deputy would remember that in the Jast de- 
bate’ on the External Affairs’ estimate the 
activities of the Commissioner for Trade in 
London, including his work on the Empire 
Marketing Board, were dealt with at length. 
From reports which they had received from 
time to time from thé Free State representa- 
tive on that Board hé was satisfied that the 
continuance of Free State representation was 
desirable. As the Deputy was doubtless 
aware, the Empire Marketing Board endea- 
voured by publicity and other means to in- 
crease the demand in the British market for 
the products of all the Dominions without 
exception, and, in view of the Board’s efforts 
to stimulate the purchasing of Free State 
products in Northern Ireland, obviously no 
objection could be taken to the Board's 
similar effort .on behalf.of Australian pro- 
ducts. 

Mr. ESMONDE (Government, Wexford)—lIs 
the Minister awars that the efforts of the 
Empire Marketing Board to popularise and 
advertise Irish products in the British markets 
are being hindered+to a great extent by pro- 
paganda against this State, 
Senator Sir: John Keane ‘and other corre- 
spondents of British newspapers; and, in 
view of the loss to the Ivish agricultural in- 
dustry octasioned by this propaganda, will 
the Minister seriously consider the advis- 
ability of taking steps to banish those per- 
sons from the State?’

THE EFFECT OF STAMPING.

eggs everywhere. even in Dublin and other 
Irish Free State towns.

stamped “Irish Free State ” are regarded as 

foreign’ on the British markets, and it 
is feit that the siamp should be modified by 
using the letters “I.F.S.,” or the word 
“Insh ” only, the latter preferably.

MINISTER REFUSES A 
LOAN,

'There were tense moments in the course of 
a two hours’ meeting of the Drogheda Cor- 
poration, when the refusal of the Minister 
for Local Government to sanction the Coun- 
cil’s application for a loan of £1,000 to re. 
lieve local unemployment distress was de: 
bated. The Council chamber was crowded 
with unemployed men, amongst whom the 
news of the Department’s action had gone 
forth, and who marched in a body of some 
hundreds to the Courthouse, where the Coun- 
cil meetings are held. These men cheered 
the remarks of the Labour members, and 
expressed disapproval of the remarks of 
other members who had opposed the project 
to obtain the loan at the special meeting a 
fortnight ago. 

The Department's letter set out that the 
policy of raising loans for work of the nature 
suggested was not in the best interests of 
the Borongh, as the interest charges involved 
mereased the burden the ratepayers had to 
meet. 

A MALIGNED CITIZEN. 

Alderman Kierans said that tor the last 
week he was the most maligned citizen in 
Drogheda, because he did what he conside:ed 
his duty and voted against the proposal to 
raise this loan. He was prepared to con- 
tribuie his quota to a public fund for the 
relief of unemployment, but he had no man 
date from the ratepayers to put his hand 
in their pockets. he would never bea party 
to any combine on that Council becoming 
public philanthropists at the cost of private 
injustice. Alderman Kierans concluded by 
handing a five pound note as a subscription 
to relheve unemployment distress. 

Mr. Byrne, a Labour member, said if a 
thousand other citizens came along with £5 
there would be no ueed to apply for a loan 
at all. When the country was threatened 
with Conscription, he added, the ratepayers 
and their sons and daughters joined the ranks 
of the volunteers to defend their lives, wut 
now, when the lives of the workers of 
Drogheda were threatened, the ratepayers 
refused to pay lid. in the £ to save them. Go 
to the Government, he concluded, amidst the 
cheers of the crowd, and tell them you will 
not be responsible for the position in 
Drogheda if this loan is not allowed. 

The Council decided to send a deputation 
to interview the Misister and get him to 
reconsider his decision.

DEBENTURE HOLDERS 
ACCEPT. 

The meeting of Debenture stockholders 
who subscribed to the fund which enabled 
the Advisory Committee to carry through 
the Workman, Clark litigation, held at 
the Memorial Hall, Farringdon street. 
London, yesterday, unanimously decided 
to accept the terms offered by the 
defendants. The terms were announced 
at Belfast last Saturday.

Press, but a statement was 
issued by Mr. E. A. Bell, the London 
solicitor, who is associated with Mr. 


Plunkett Dillon, the Dublin solicitor to 
the committee. 

He stated that Mr. T. C. Graham, the 
deputy-chairman of the committee, pre- 
sided in the absence owing to illness of 
Mr. P. Bright, the chairman. 

The following resolutions were passed 
unanimously :— 

1—‘‘ That this meeting of Debenture 
stockholders approves and accepts the offer 
made to the committee by the defendants, 
and calls upon all who have authorised 
the committee to issue writs on their 
behalf to do everything possible to pro- 
cure its acceptance and fulfilment with- 
out delay. 

2—‘‘ To authorise those who have sub- 
scribed to the committee’s funds, ahd who 
attend the final meeting, which will be 
held at a later date before the committee 
is dissolved, to pass and adopt by a 
majority vote of those present such resolu- 
tion, or resolutions, as may be necessary 
to dispose of all outstanding matters and 
close the accounts of the Advisory Com- 
mittee.’’ 

It was pointed out by Mr. Graham at 
the meeting that the settlement applied 
only to those Debenture stockholders who 
first subscribed to the funds of the 
Advisory Committee, and who conse- 
quently authorised the issue of writs on 
their behalf. The only Debenture holders 
who are entitled to share in the distribu- 
tion under the terms of settlement are 
those whose names were included in the 
writs issued in Belfast last August. 

Mr. Bell stated that the meeting was 
unanimous, and expressed its satisfaction 
with the successful result of the Advisory 
Committee’s efforts. 

Members of the committee present in- 
cluded Messrs. H. Berry, W. Hewitt, W. 
Montgomery and G. A. Thompson. 

It is understood that the proceedings at 
the final meeting referred to in the second 
resolution will be virtually formal. 

In anouncing the proposed terms of 
settlement on Saturday last, the Advisory 
Committee said that they were prepared 
to withdraw as against the Deifasat 
directors and the partners in the firm of 
Sperlins and Co. all charges of personal 
frauc and conspiracy.

| POOR. RELIEF. 


RATHMINES AND THE 
DUBLIN BILL. 


AN EMPHATIC PROTEST.

At yesterday’s meeting of the Rathmines 
Urban Council the Chairman (Mrs. Kettle) 
proposed the following motion :— 

‘That we, the members of the Rathmines 
Urban District Council, while recognising the 
necessity for the relief ot destitution caused 
by unemployment, protest agamst that 
portion of the burden due to the influx of 
unemployed from all parts of the country 
being unfairly thrust upon the ratepayers of 
Dublin, Pembroke and Rathmines by the 
Poor Relief (Dublin) Bill, 1929. 

“That, in the opinion of the Council, such 
a) Imposition would unduly penalise the rate- 
payers in the district of Riiharines, and, 
therefore, the area of charge should be ex- 
tended in crder to more equitably spread the 
enormous cost which the passing of such a 
measure would entail. Further, that con- 
tribution to the cost should be made by the 
National Exchequer. 

‘That, though it would appear other 
public bodies were consulted before the bill 
was drafted, no opportunity was afforded the 
members of the local authority in Rathmines 
to express the views of the ratepayers on the 
proposed additional burden, and against this 
procedure we desire to place on record a most 
emphatic protest.” 


SERIOUS FOR RATHMINES. 

Mrs. Kettle said that this was a very 
serious matter for the people of Rathmines. 
She did not think that it was necessary to 
say they were all in agreement that relief 
should be given, and that tne people of Rath 
nines would accept resporibility in these 
matters. The people of Kathmines had never 
been consulted, and the extra burden was put 
upon them and the people of Rathmines 
without any attempt even to explain that it 
was fair and just. They had often heard the 
challenge of the bandit, “ Your money or 
your life,” but in this case it semed to be, 
‘‘ Your money and your life.” Rathmines 
paid to Dublin an annual contribution of 
between £9,000 and £10,000, and also to the 
Union through the County Council 2s. 9d. 
in the £ for relief of destitution. If the bill 
were passed in its present form, it would 
mean a super-tax on the ratepayers of Rath- 
mines. —Besides, not ten per cent. of the 
people of Rathmines would benefit. 

She disputed the allegation that Rathmines 
was a wealthy township. “*I say,’ she 
added, “it is a well-managed township.” If 
they had an elected body instead of Com- 
missioners in Dublin, they would not have 
this bill, without any scheme at the back of 
it. Everyone knew that the unemployed 
drifted to Dublin from every part of the 
country, and there should be a contribution 
from the National Exchequer to meet the 
situation. The result in Rathmines would be 
an increase in the cost of living, which would 
affect the poor very much. She thought it 
was unfair to put this excessive burden on 
the ratepayers of the townships of Rathmines 
and Pembroke. The question of unemploy- 
ment should be treated as a national one, and 
some scheme of work should have been put 
forward by the Minister, who had apparently 
chosen the easiest and worst way out. i 

The resolution was passed.

EX-OFFICER’S PATHETIC LAST 
LETTERS. 

A verdict that Mrs. Kate Fanny Seabrook 


CAUSES 


(55) was murdered by her husband, John 
Ernest Seabrook (49), who then committed 
suicide while temporarily insane, was re 


turned at the inquest at Hoddesdon, Herts. 
yesterday, on the two victims of the tragedy 
wich occurred there on Monday. 

Mrs. Seabrook’s charred body was foun:! 
in their burnt out bungalow. The body of 
Mr. Seabrook, an ex-ofticer, was later found 
on the railway line. 

Some pathetic letters written by Mr. Sea 
brook were read. On one to the police 
inspector, enclosing a letter to the Cdroner, 
he stated that it was unnecessary to get 
into touch with relatives, as everyone con 
cerned had been informed. He enclosed £2 
to pay any small amounts they might owe, 
and asked that anything over. should he 
handed to the Vicar for any charitable pw 
poses he thought fit. 

In the letter to the Corqner he wrote—‘‘ It 
is just an ordinary tragedy, due to unem 
ployment.’’ The letter went on to say that 
having lost his employment the only alterria 
tives were to become homeless, and the one 
he had chosen. “I have so far concealed 
from Mrs. Seabrook my loss of employment. 
It is my intention to tell her that my salary 
is to be increased and additions made to my 
staff, so that I shall not be overworked, and 
then to kill her when she is asleep by a 
blow with an axe. She will thus die im 
stantly at a time when~she is happy. Surely 
this 1s better than finding herself homeless. 
and without either income or hope. I sna!! 
also kill the cat, as Mrs. Seabrook was for: 
of it, and would not like pussy to be home- 
less. ”' 

A doctor gave evidence that Mrs. Sea 
brook’s’ death was caused by a blew on the 
hea l, which, he thought, had. been delivered 
while she was lying down, probably while 
she was asleep. 

Mr. Eugene Dumont, manager of the firm 
which had employed Seabrook, produced a 


letter, in which Seabrook wrote—‘t You hav: 
tried to get me work without success, ” and 
added, referring to his wife—‘‘It would 


break her heart to be taken out of this nice 
little home without anywhere to go.”

No fewer than four sales of work were 
opened in Dublin and district yesterday. 

A display of baskets, trays, babies’ clothes, 
homespun cloth, scarves and socks, etc., the 
work of the inmates, was on view at the 
Molyneux Asylum for the Blind, Leeson 
Park. ‘There was a large attendance, and the 
articles, which testified to the excellence of 
the inmates’ work, met with a ready sale. 
A country produce stall also was well sup 
ported. 

The sale was opened by Lady Talbot de 
Malahide, who said that she had always taken 
a’ keen interest in the institution since she 
opened a previous sale, about five years ago. 
Her experience was that the inmates them- 
selves enjoyed these sales. They did very 
good work, and their annual exhibition was a 
credit to the institution, which was run on 
excellent lines 

Mr. E. J. Phelps, K.C., Chairman of the 
Board of Guardians and Trustees of the 
institution, who presided, said that it was a 
wonderful thing that people afflicted as were 
the inmates of that asylum Should be able to 
manufacture with their own hands the very 
useful and elegant articles that were on sale 
there that day. The result of last year's sale 
was highly satisfactory, this being due not 
only to the care of the inmates by the matron,

In the House cf Commons yesterday the 
Print Minister made a short statement re- 
garding the attitude of the Free State 
Government to Privy Council appeals. 
The matter had been raised previously in 
the House of Lords, where, in the course 
of an acritmonious debate, Lord Passfield, 
Secretary of State for the Dominions, said 
that, although portions of Mr. Blythe's 
recent speech in the Free State Senate had 
been “' unhappy, and altogether im. 
proper,’’ there was no reason to believe 
that the Free Siate Government was likely 
“to commit a breach of the Treaty, or to 
do-anythiny Ulegal.’’

The case of the Performing Right 
Society against the Bray Urban Council 
is particularly flagrant. Its main features 
are notorious. The plaintifis are an 
English corporation with connections in 
every part of the civilised world. When 
they sought justice in the Free State 
Courts—indeed, when they obtained leave 
to appeal to the Privy Council—they 
had no reason to suspect that there 
would be any interference with the ordi- 
nary processes of the law. Now the 
appeal is about to be heard by the 
Judicial Committee. Mr. Blythe has de- 
clared in the Senate that neither the 
Attorney-General nor anybody represent: 
ing him will attend in future at the 
hearing of a Privy Council appeal; yet 
we understand that, by a curious inconsist- 
ency, the present appeal is being defended 
in London by the Bray Urban Council— 
in other words, by the Commissioner who 
is administering the affairs of the town 
on behalf of the Minister for Local 
Government. Mr. Meghen, apparently, 
takes the view that the case must be 
defended, because the Performing Right 
Society's appeal was lodged before the

in the matter,- This: attitude: is perfectly 
correct, but it hardly can be reconciled 
with the Governnient’s expressed inten- 
tions. The whole: business is a mass of 
anomalies and inconsistencies, Mr. Blythe 
and the Government have committed them- 
selves to a course of action for which 
there is no precedent and, so far as we 
can see, no excuse. The Minister’s state- 


saat concerning the Privy Council have 


done much damage to the Free State's 
prestige; the Marquess of Reading 's 
reference in the House of Lords to “a 
breach of honour” must cause many 
Irishmen to hang their heads in shame. 

Nobody can imipugn the right of the 
Free State Government to secure changes 
in the Treaty or the-Constitution by agree- 
ment. <Any change, however, must be 
bilateral. Before Article 66 can be removed 
from the Constitution the consent of the 
British Government must be obtained, and 
so far, according to Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald, no official communication has been 
received from Dublin on the subject. 
Possibly, the next Imperial Conference will 
recommend the abolition of Privy Council 
appeals, and their substitution by some 
other form of appeal to an imperial 
tribunal. In the meanwhile, however, the 
right of appeal remains, and no amount 
of sophistry or legal quibbling can alter 
the fact that the Performing Right 
Society is acting strictly according to its 
constitutional rights. The /Preserva- 
tion of Copyright, 1929, Act does not 
abrogate expressly the citizen’s right to 
appeal; but it goes even farther. It defi- 
nitely prevents the appellant from redress 
of any kind, thus nullifying in advance 
any decision that the Judicial Committee 
may reach, Furthermore, Mr. McGilligan 
has stated publicly that any litigant who 
in future ventures to appeal to the Privy 
Council will take this step at his own 
risk. Nothing could be clearer. Both 
Mr. McGilligan and Mr. Blythe have an- 
nounced that the Free State Government 
will defy the highest Court under its own 
Constitution. Yet Mr, Blythe assures us 
now that “ the spirit of the Treaty and 
the Constitution has not been violated in 
the slightest degree.’’

Traffic Monopoly. 


A startling announcement was made by 
the British Minister of Transport on 
Monday. Speaking with the authority of 
the Prime Minister, he told the House 
of Commons that the Government intended 
to draw up a scheme for the unification 
of all London traffic services under public 
ownership, This language pointed to a 
completely socialistic solution of the 
metropolitan traffic problem; but it was 
qualified by the affirmation that the 
Government’s intention and aim would be 
‘to assert and effectively to provide for 
the principle of commercial management 
s é « thus ensuring the advantages of 
vigorous business enterprise.” How a 
public monopoly can be conducted on 
“the principle of commercial manage 
ment ”” is a problem that has baffled all 
who have commented on the Socialist 
Government’s announcement. Perhaps, all 
effort to read the riddle must be vain until 
the proposal is reduced from general terms 
to a concrete measure. There are, how- 
further. questions raised by the

ever, 
Minister’s words. 
muneration for capital ” is proposed. Who 
is to determine what is reasonable? It 
is common experience that, when the State 
buys, it buys dearly. If it buys railways 
and omnibus services, then it will pay for 
them their full capita] value, and probably 
an excess thereon. How, then, will it 
succeed in giving the public an efficient 
traffic system without raising the price of 
fares on every service? The capital value 
of the London traffic services is estimated, 
roughly, at nearly £150,000,000. Interest 
on this vast sum would lay a heavy burden 
on the citizens; which could not be justi- 
fied save by the possession of an efficient 
and economic traffic system. Many critics. 
therefore, although prepared to favour 
unification of the London services and 
their stricter control by the Transport 
Ministry, consider that public ownership 
would be ruinous. There is another reason 
which will rally all other parties against 
the Socialists in opposition to State owner- 
ship of the London services. Within 
those services, and forming a vital part 
of the whole, there are the terminal 
portions of railway lines which run to 
the far ends of Britain. Are these 
portions to be embodied in the London 
monopoly of ownership and control? If 
so, how will the division of control with 
the railway companies be effected? The 
difficulties are such that a logical sequel 
to « London monopoly would seem to be 
the taking into that monopoly of all traffic 
lines which have a London terminus. 


Bannockburn, 


A scheme is afoot to make the Bore 
Stone Field at Stirling, the site of the 
Battle of Bannockburn, into a national 
park. In the history of Scotland only two 
battles, if we except the victory of King 
Kenneth McAlpine over the Picts, may 
be regarded as being decisive events.

probably was the more important. 
Furthermore, Bannockburn has a par- 
ticular value for the military historian. 
The English lost the battle for the same 
reasons as those which enabled them in 
the next reign to defeat with their yeomen 
the chivalry of France at Crécy, Doubt- 
less, to earnest students the tactics 
of such primitive commanders as Rameses 
Miamun and Joshua teach a lesson; but 
it is accepted generally that the leader- 
ship of Epaminondas at Leuctra in B.C. 
571 foreshadowed the open st~ategic 
square of Napoleon Bonaparte. The 
Theban’s  échélon attack was the in- 
spiration of those orders to Berthier 
that even today are the accepted 
axioms of higher strategy. By an 
amplification of tactics to suit this law 
to the development of scientific armament 
great generals have made their names.

The Leasowe Lighthouse. 


The Mersey Dock Board is offering a 
lighthouse at Leasowe, near Wallasey, for 
sale. Thus an maite, is offered to 
any person.who loyes solitude to acquire 
an ideal residence. This particular light- 
Mhouse, which was built in 1765, possesses 
an element of historical romance in that 
it was one of the first ever erected on the 
English coast. Like many another old 
building, it has survived its usefulness. 
and no longer is it required to mark the 
entrance to the Mersey Channel, which 
to-day is indicated by more modern gas 
buoys. We do i..t anticipate, however, 
that there wil] be many bids for this 
unusual residence. The time when an 
anchorite, walking in the footsteps of 
St. Simeon Stylites, was able to infuse 
his teaching through an admiring world 
is passed. Nevertheless, in recent years 
this old beacon has contributed its quota 
to the life of the neighbourhood. An 
enterprising tradesman has converted it 
into a restaurant, and during the 
summer, by the offer of “ plain teas” to 
visitors, has earned a precarious income.

R.L.C. WIDOWS’ 
PENSIONS. 


NEW ORDER LAID ON DAIL 
TABLE, 


By Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

An order concerning the payment of 
pensions to widows of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary men was laid on the table of 
the Dail yesterday. 

Subject to the provisions of an older 
Act, the Minister for Finance can grant 
pensions to widows at the rate of £30 per 
year. There are three clauses under which 
pensions can be granted, and they are— 

(1) In the case of a widow whose 
husband was at the time of his death in 
receipt of a pension granted under the 
principal Act; 

(2) In the case of a widow whose 
deceased husband resigned from, or was 
dismissed from, the R.I.C. on or after the 
Ist April, 1916, and before the 6th 
December, 1921, and died before the pass- 
ing of the principal Act, and who, in the 
opinion of the Committee of Inquiry, 
resigned, or was dismissed, from the force 
because of his national sympathies, from 
the 8th August, 1923, and 

(3) In the case of a widow whose 
husband died before the passing of the 
principal Act, and would have qualified 
for a pension, 

Any compensation paid to a widow on 
the death of her husband in respect of 
criminal injuries shall be taken into 
account in the assessment of a pension. 

A clause is included in the new order 
to the effect that if a widow war living 
apart from her husband at the time of his 
death a pension would now be paid to her 
provided the Minister is satisfied that her 
husband contributed to her support 
during that time. No pension will be 
granted to a widow unless her marriage 
took place when her deceased husband was 
serving in the force. 

The usual clauses are included in the 
order regarding the withdrawal of the 
pension on re-marriage or on conviction 
by a court of competent jurisdiction to a 
term exceeding three months’ imprison- 
ment.

A DISTINCTION.

THE OAIL’S POWER. 

The next thing which arises with regard 
to this matter of appeals is the power of 
the Dail to pass an Act of Parliament 
which would stop appeals.

_ A relief fand is now being established 
in aid of the dependents of the four 
gallant workmen who lost their lives in 
rescuing their comrades in the accident 
on board the White Star liner Celtic on 
last Friday. 
A small committee of members of the 
Cork Harbour Board have been appointed 
to act in co-operation with the. leading 
residents in Queenstown in the promotion 
of the effort. - 
The step was tuken at to-day’s meeting 
of. the Board, when the members recorded 
their sympathy with the relatives of the 
déceaset men, eloquent tribute being paid 
to their heroism under such tragic circum- 
stances. 
“Two figures are outstanding in that 
unfortunate incident,” declared the 
Chairman, Mr. Richard Wallace. ‘ They 
are Mr. Carmichael and the local man 
Wilmot, both of whom were instrumental 
in saving the lives of several of their com- 
rades before they themselves were over- 
come by the poisonous fumes. Mr. Car- 
michael rushed from one side of the vessel 


workmen lying helpless in the hold, and 
their self-sacrifice was worthy of the 
highest possible public appreciation.” 


“EARNED GREATEST 
ADMIRATION.” 


Mr. John J. Horgan, solicitor, said that 
such instances of civic heroism’ were, for- 
tunately, in one sense of the word, rare 
occurrences, and the victims of the Celtic 
tragedy had earned their greatest admira- 
tion. 

Mr. Eamonn Lynch, who moved the re- 
solution of condolence, and put forward 
the suggestion of a joint relief com- 
mittee, said that the gallantry betrayed 
in attempting to rescue their comrades 
who were overcome by the poisonous 
gasses was worthy of the best recognition 
that could be given.

The Prime Minister presided at the 
annual dinner of the 1917 Club, held at 
the Quadrant Restaurant, Regent strect, 
London, W., last night. 

He said that it would be a great pity 
if the club were ever forgotten. 

““In 1917,” he said, “there was a 
small company of us who had never lifted 
our finger against national interests, who 
had never opened our mouths against. our 
country’s interests, but who had a glim 
mering of 1922, 1925 and 1929. 

“We were quite convinced that the 
problem which this country and the 
whole of Europe would have to face 
within ten years of the closing of the war 
was to be the biggest problem which 
either this country or Europe ever had 
to face. 

“ And in 1917 we were told, as we are 
told now, that the country which has 
great problems to face should face them 
with its head and with its heart. 
Emotion is very good, but no good for 
constructive purposes, and we were pro- 
foundly convinced in 1917 that the best 
service that anybody could give to this 
country was to begin and try and think 
for this country. That was why the 
club was founded.’’ 


NO MERE PARTY TO RELIEF. 


Mr. Macdonald said that until they got 
into thei: mind this conception—that all 
temporary relief must be in accordance 
with constructive Socialist doctrine, mere 
temporary relief might do harm to their 
people rather than good to society. 

“ We must not allow the Labour Party 
or any other party to be a mere party to 
public relief. To put that up as a test of 
loyalty to any party is enough to make 
the very bones of our early pioneers who 
are dead turn in their grave. 

“ America and ourselves hope to be 
friends, and, I hope, will be friends, but 
friends do not say ‘ditto’ to each other. 

“ The badge of friendship is not the 
badge of servitude. American friendship 
is not American subordination. The test 
of friendship is not that you cannot dis- 
agree, but that you can disagree, and in 
a friendly way you can discuss your dis- 
agreements’. When you cannot admit 
you are both right, you can admit that 
each is right in relation to his own 
circumstances.”’

“HOUSE OPPOSES 
RECOGNITION. 


THE GOVERNMENT AND

BY forty-three votes against twenty- 
one, the House of Lords last 
night approved Lord Birkenhead's 
motion declaring that °* C:plomatic 
recognition of the Soviet Government 
is at this moment undesirable.”

LORD THOMSON EXPLAINS. 


Lord Thomson, Secretary of State for 
Air, said that the policy of the Govern- 
ment could be put quite simply and defi- 
nitely, It was to resume normal diplo 
matic relations with Soviet Russia with 


the least possible delay, and at the same 


time to safeguard British interests in this 
country and throughout the world. The 
reasons why the Government had taken 
this step were that they wanted to do 
everything they could for the maintenance 
of world peace and that they wanted to 
expand British trade. He quoted the 
following figures of British trade with 
Russia in exports and re-exports :— 
£4,481,000 


In the same period German trade with 
Russia had increased from just under 
£4,000,000. to £19,000,000, and United 
States: trade with Russia had “increased 
from £1,665,000 to £14,500.000.

Lord; Thomson—I shall come to that 
point.”

OTHER COUNTRIES. 

Relations: with Italy were, perfectly cor- 
rect. The latest. advices regarding the 
Italian adherence to the American Govern- 
ment's demarche testified that the Italan 
Government itself realised that there was # 
certain want of harmony between this step 
and the relations which both Governments 
wetle striving to establish between them- 
selves. 

While’ Poland considered that her relations 
with Russia were correct, the U.S.8.R de- 
sired to improve them. Proposals which had 
beén made in this direction had up to the 
présent met with no result. Trade relations, 
however, had lately begun to develop more 
suctessfally. 

Friendship with Turkey was being fully 
maintained, and M. Karakhan would shortly 
visit Arigora, in order personally to testify 
to the unaltered friendliness of relations -be- 
tween the two vountries. 

As regards Japan, considerable stabilisation 
might be observed in her relations with 
Russia, and mutual loyalty was being shown 
on both sides. 

Relations with Persia continued to. be 
fiéndlv. The Soviet Government was in- 
terested in seeing the pacification of Afghanis- 
tan in the s vans, Sa manner possible. It had 
recognised the new Government as soon as

EX ERNAL SAFETY INSECURE. 

in conclusion, M. Litvinoff stated that, 
‘hough the general international position of 
the U.S.S.R. had improved, its externa) 
safety could not be considered secure. 

‘FIRM AND PEACEFUL.” 

During his speech M. Litvinoff, speaking of 
the ‘‘firm and peaceful policy ’’ of the Soviet 
‘rovernment, said-—— “ A new and entirely ob- 
jective proof of our peaceful aims is the five- 
year plan of economic development, for the 
fu]jfiiment of which we cannot but strive 
towards: conditions of inviolable. péace, It

Nanking 
would not have risked her hazardous and 
very expensive adventure, were it not for 
this general anti-Soviet atmosphere, and had 
it not hoped for the sympathy and direct 
support of the capitalist States. 

Declaring that the situation on the Soviet- 
Manchurian frontier became so threatening 
that the Soviet Government was forced te 
inobilise.a special Far-Eastern Army, Litvinoff 
added :— 

“Our forces would find themselves in a 
very unfavourable position were they to stop 
on the actual border when driving back 
Chinese troops from our territory. This 
would enable them to occupy their former 
positions for fresh assaults, Our detach- 
ments were, therefore, sometimes compelled 
to destroy the bases from which the most 
annoying and frequent attacks. on our frontier 
were made, as such actions are counter 
measures, have an exclusively defensive char- 
acter, and have no political objects.”
